Washington, D. C. — It can 
be revealed — and should be 
disclosed now — that American 
intelligence services have dis­ 
covered the newest Communist 
strategy for speeding revolu­

SAMSUN, Turkey — If you 
cruise along the Black Sea coast 
of Northern Turkey you see the 
huge round bubbles of American 
listening devices atop the hills. 
They are watching for Russian 
missiles. 
The 
Russians 
know 
this. It is no secret. All they 
have to do is sail alon^ the In­ 
ternational waters of +h Black 
Sea and look up at the hills. 
It is here that you come face 
to face with the stark reality of 
American - Soviet competition; 
with the fact that thes etwo 
powerful nations are spending a 
total of $100 billions annually 
on arm am ent. It is here that 
you can also compare the pos­ 
sibilities of co-existence between 
the Socialist . Capitalist worlds. 
President 
Kennedy, 
in his 
American University speec!», has 
pointed to the futility and dan­ 
ger of the m ilitary race and has 
launched on a policy of co - 
existence. Yesterday I rer.orted 
that as between the Communist 
countries and our ally, Turkey, 
we were losing the race. 
However, there are also some 
favorable factors. First, some 
young new leaders, such a« Oz- 
er Turk, governor of Kuzadsi, 
who are trying to overcome 
the autocracy of the Turkish 
m ilitary. Second, the vigorous 
dem ocracy in nearby Greece is 
encouraging. 
Third and more fundamental, 
the communist countries have 
undergone a g r e a t change. 
They 
recognize 
this 
change 
themselves by no longer refer­ 
ring to themselves as commun­ 
ists, but as socialists. This is de­ 
liberate, and the description is 
accurate. For the tough, unre­ 
lenting communism of Stalin’s 
day is past, replaced by a lib­ 
eral socialism and even a cer- 
tain amount of free enterprise. 
The success of the Rumanian 
cooperatives, for 
instance, 
is 
parUy due to incentive paym ents 


for higher farm production The 
same incentive paynunis are 
being used in Soviet factories. 
This is capitalism, not commu­ 
nism. Part of Rum ani’s building 
boom comes from bank loans 
and 
personal 
savings. 
Even 
anonymous, numbered bank ac­ 
counts are permitted. 
Madison Avenne in Moscow 
Furtherm ore, the communists 
have now gone for a Madison 
Avenue type of selling. They 
have become indefatigable sales­ 
men for their bathing beaches, 
their tourist resorts and various 
beauty spots. This may seem 
routine to us. but it’s a long 
way from the old days when Sta­ 
lin let no one in or out rf the 
tightly restricted commu n i s t 
world. He was afraid to 
for 
fear they might defect. The fact 
that 
this 
policy 
has 
b e e n 
changed is, of course, a sign of 
strength, but it’s also a step to­ 
ward free enterprise. 
When I was in Sochi, the big 
resort city on the Black Sea. I 
was invited to speak on the Rus­ 
sian radio, and as far as I

I had just 
talked 
to 
Khrushchev and offered to re­ 
port on this on the radio. Those 
who interviewed me were in- 
terested in Khrushchev, but they 
were more interested chat I talk 
about the beauty of Sochi — 
“ Our Town,” they called 
it. 
They had just as much pride in 
“ Our Town” as any Chamber 
of Commerce in the U. S. A. 
in its town. 
After I had paid tribute to the 
beauty of Sochi, which I could 
do with justice, and also had 
reported on the Khrushchev in.

New Generation 
In brief, a new local pride and 
a new regionalism are develop­ 
ing in the cnee m n Hthic com­ 
m unist world.

versities, and a greater freedom 
to challenge government mis­ 
takes.

This is especially true since 
Red China drew such a sharp 
line between the policy of mili­ 
tant communism and peaceful 
co-existence. 
These new men,” said Paul 
Hoffman, “are growing lapidly

Washington, D. C. — It can 
be revealed — and should be 
disclosed now — that American 
intelligence services have dis­ 
covered the newest Communist 
strategy 
for speeding revolu­

strikes. 
One of these m ass stoppages 
will be a

All they 
have to do is sail along the In­ 
ternational w aters of *h Black 
Sea and look up at the hills.

on arm am ent. It is here that 
you can also com pare the pos­ 
sibilities of co-existence between 
the Socialist . Capitalist worlds. 
President 
Kennedy, 
in his 
American University speech, has 
pointed to the futility and dan­ 
ger of the m ilitary race and has 
launched on a policy of co - 
existence. Yesterday I rerorted 
that as between the Communist 
countries and our ally, Turkey, 
we were losing the race. 
However, there are also some 
favorable factors. First, some 
young new leaders, such as Oz- 
er Turk, governor of Kuzadsi, 
who are trying to overcome 
the autocracy of the Turkish 
m ilitary. Second, the vigorous 
dem ocracy in nearby Greece is 
encouraging. 
Third and more fundamental, 
the communist countries have 
undergone a g r e a t change. 
They

same incentive payments are 
being used in Soviet factories. 
This is capitalism, not commu­ 
nism. Part of Rumani’s building 
boom comes from bank loans

Madison Avenue in Moscow 
Furtherm ore, the communists 
have now gone for a Madison 
Avenue type of selling. They 
have become indefatigable sales­ 
men for their bathing beaches, 
their tourist resorts and various 
beauty spots.

is that the State has a right to 
permit school boards to allocate 
pupils to any schools within their 
jurisdiction on the basis of the 
applications

their 
parents. 
Rut there would be no reulre- 
ment that all applications m ust 
be granted, irrespective of facil­ 
ities available or of the desires 
of parents that admission m ust 
be given to particular schools. 
To put it another way, if a p ar­ 
ent wants his child to go to a 
mixed or integrated school, this 
can be arranged, but a Negro 
parent who wishes to have his 
child in 
all-Negro school 
will 


j have the sam e rights as a white 
parent who wants to send his 
I child to an all-white school. This 
is freedom of choice for the par­ 
ents and does not m ake ihe 
I school authorities a party to any 
discrimination in the legal sense. 
Actually, this plan is to a large 
extent in effect today in Louis­ 
ville. Ky., where 
the 
applica­ 
tions of parents that their chil­ 
dren be sent to all-white or all- 
Negro or 
mixed 
schools 
are 
granted or denied as a m atter 
of convenience 
and not 
as 
a 
right. 
Some States are experim ent- 
;ing with pupil assignm ent plans 
and. where there is an obvious 
attem pt to m aintain only all- 
white 
and 
all-Negro 
schools, 
, such devices will run into legal 
obstacles. The real question is 
what will be ruled legal when a 
i school board actually provides 
a mixed or integrated school, 
an all-white school and an all- 
Negro school, and gives to the 
parents a freedom of choice. 
It would take very little change 
1 in existing State laws to adopt 
a modification of the Louisville 
! plan so that parents of those 
who want mixed schools will be 
satisfied and 
those who want 
separate schools will 
also be 
satisfied. It seems like a way 
out for everybody on a volun­ 
tary and not on a forced b a sis..
